The Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester Boards 
of Selectmen met jointly in the Marion Town House on 
Thursday, October 28 at 6:00 pm. Present from 
Mattapoisett were Selectmen Chairman Raymond 
Andrews, Selectman Steve Lombard, Selectman Jordan 
Collyer, and Town Administrator Michael Botelho. 
Present from Marion were Selectmen Chairman David

Pierce, Selectman Jonathan Henry, and Town Administra- 
tor Jack Dolan. Present from Rochester were Selectmen 
Chairman Gary Laboa, Selectman Richard Nunes, Select- 
man Bradford Morse, and Town Administrator James 
Huntoon. Absent from the meeting was Marion Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey. 

The bulk of the evening's agenda was devoted to 
discussing the recent letter sent to parents of students at 
Old Rochester Regional Senior and Junior High Schools 
advising of a $100 per student ($200 per family maxi- 
mum) bus transportation fee that was being assessed to 
them and due by the end of the month. Selectmen in all 
three communities received several angry phone calls 
from recipients of the letter and were urged to do some- 
thing about the late notice fee. 

A joint meeting with the Tri-Town Selectmen, 
Finance Committees (FinComs) and ORR School Commit- 
tee and officials has been scheduled for November 10 at 
7:00 pm at ORR High School, but the boards wanted to 
discuss the matter prior to bringing their concerns before 
school officials. The majority of those present seemed to 
think these transportation costs should be absorbed into 
the regular budget and not passed on to parents after-the- 
fact.

"Each of the towns gets billed ... from the 
schools/' said Rochester Town Administrator James 
Huntoon. ''We should be looking at the administrative 
costs (in) there. They'll never lay off an administrator but 
they'll hire a new administrator while laying teachers 
off." 

"At the risk of ruffling some feathers, does it 
make sense to have the system audited or looked at or 
evaluated by an independent party?" asked Rochester 
Selectman Gary Laboa. 

"(Under state statute,) the school has the author- 
ity to do what they're going to do," Mattapoisett Select- 
man Steve Lombard said. "When you talk about cutting a 
school budget, the first thing that comes out of their 
mouths are: 'we're going to have to cut art, we're going to 
have to cut music.'" 

Mr. Huntoon suggested one option might be to 
consider dismantling ORR School Superintendency Union 
No. 55, which jointly handles the budget and operation of 
the tri-town elementary schools. "It's by agreement of the 
three towns that (the ORR School District) services the 
schools," he said. "If we abandon the district, each of the 
towns will take over the responsibility for their own 
elementary schools. We could do it substantially less for 
what they're doing it." 

Marion Selectman Jonathan Henry floated the 
idea of the towns purchasing and/ or operating their own 
buses independently of the district to save money.

"Wareham owns their own buses. New Bedford owns 
their own buses/' he said. 'There might be a reason to at 
least look into that." 

The consensus seemed to be that charging parents 
for transportation at this late date was not a wise option, 
and the boards jointly agreed to request that these costs be 
put under the regional school budget. 

"As soon as you tell them not to charge fees, their 
budget is going to go up," Selectman Lombard said. "It's 
just the way the money has been shifted around. That's 
my biggest fear. The school's first option is always (an) 
override." 

Several board members also felt that given the 
current economic climate, it was unfair that while the 
towns have been forced to tighten their belts, the schools

seem to continually request more and more funding. 

"The concern that people have is that school 
administration is top-heavy/' Rochester Selectman 
Richard Nunes said. 

"Right now you can't make an informed decision 
because you don't have the (budget) details," 
Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Botelho said. 

Selectman Lombard suggested they request a 
more detailed budget breakdown at the November 10 
meeting. Selectman Laboa agreed. 

"If you approach them unified and ask (for a 
detailed budget) and they choose not to provide that 
information, the public (opinion) will be affected," 
Selectman Laboa said. 

"I'd like to see them go through the scrutiny that 
the town (budgets) go through, but they don't," Mr. 
Huntoon added. 

Lest the schools think this is a matter of "us 
against them," Selectman Lombard said he was just 
looking for more accountability in terms of the schools' 
budgetary process — a process which he has the duty to 
defend on Town Meeting floor. "I'm not after them ... I 
just want to be able to look at their proposal and say 'this 
is a good budget,'" he said. 

"When we ask our own town employees to level- 
fund and then we get a requested 3.5 percent increase in 
the school budget, it's tough to justify," Selectman 
Andrews agreed.

"It's a bad philosophy to start breaking down 
things and nickel-and-diming parents/' agreed Marion 
Selectmen Chairman David Pierce. 

"When you look at what we're spending in that 
school system, why do we have to charge fees?" asked 
Selectman Lombard. "Especially when the people sup- 
ported them and the overrides." 

"I can't see any justification for charging fees," 
said Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan Collyer. 

The joint boards agreed to request a detailed 
breakdown of the school budgets prior to the November 
10 meeting so that they could review it and discuss it on 
that date with school officials.

• Discussed looking into curbing health insurance 
coverage costs by either combining carriers on a regional 
level or seeking county-wide coverage. 

"We are exploring the possibility of cheaper 
alternatives without any changes in the type of cover- 
ages/' explained Marion Town Administrator Jack Dolan. 
"Plymouth County has put out an RFP for a new consult- 
ant. I think it's wise for them to look at someone provid- 
ing the full range of health insurance to Plymouth County. 
A number of communities are (also) looking at forming 
consortiums of like-communities." 

"There are consortiums of towns banded together 
now to get better premiums," agreed Selectman Collyer. 
"There are other options which are cheaper out there and 
would give us better coverage." 

Mattapoisett Selectman Lombard said he thinks 
every little bit will help given the state's financial forecast. 
"We've gone through some significant financial struggles 
in the last couple of years," he said. "Regionally we share 
a lot of items together ... we need to keep that going. This 
budget coming up is really going to hurt. The biggest 
budget buster right now is the school systems ... because 
we've cut everything we can." 

• Considered regionalizing select services com- 
mon to the three towns and, on a larger scale, possibly 
look into rejoining as one large town as the three were 
prior to 1852 — an idea floated by Marion Selectman 
Jonathan Henry. 

"It would be a town bigger than Dartmouth but

smaller than Plymouth in terms of square miles/' Select- 
man Henry said. "If you're really talking about saving 
money, that might be a way to really, really save money. 
We're sitting around here pinching dimes (and) I don't see 
any really substantial way of controlling costs except 
taking drastic action. I could see one Department of 
Public Works, one Fire Department, one Fire Chief. It may 
not be as far-fetched as it sounds." 

Selectman Henry suggested starting with tri-town 
inspection services or a common communications depart- 
ment for dispatching emergency personnel. "Why do we 
have three electrical inspectors (and) three plumbing 
inspectors?" he asked. "Dispatching is an expensive part 
of municipal government. Right now (Marion) is using 
uniformed police officers. I think if we're all serious about 
making life better and more affordable for taxpayers, we 
should be committed to these alternatives." 

Selectman Lombard also thought a regional 
ambulance service might be worth considering. 

• Agreed to again look into hiring a regional Tri- 
Town Planner. "Mattapoisett is going to be forced to do 
something about a Town Planner," Selectman Lombard 
said. "For $21,000 we could have gone in with Rochester 
... but it didn't pass Town Meeting. It's just an issue of the 
three towns agreeing to have a shared regional planner. 
We all share the same exact problems." 

Marion Selectman Pierce agreed a Regional Town 
Planner was worth pursuing and the joint boards should 
commit to placing an article to that effect on their respec- 
tive Annual Town Meeting warrants. The Tri-Town 
Selectmen also voted to ask each Town Administrator to 
collaborate on the Regional Planner issue. 

• Agreed to hold a follow-up Tri-Town 
Selectmen's Meeting on Wednesday, November 17 at 6:00 
pm in the Rochester Police Station Conference Room. The 
agenda for that meeting will include discussions on:

Ticks 

I found a few ticks on my dog last week. I thought that tick 
season was over?

pm by Chairman David Pierce. Also present were Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman Jonathan Henry, Town 
Administrator John R Dolan Jr., and Secretary Helene 
Craver. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received notification from the Massachusetts Department 
of Revenue (DOR) that the town's Free Cash amount for 
Fiscal Year 2005 has been certified as $1,827,387. 

'It's a fairly substantial amount ... more than the 
town has received in previous years,'' Mr. Dolan said. 
"But it's something of an artificial 'bump' this year. It's 
still a nice amount of Free Cash, but not excessively large 
and not a windfall to the town." 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received letters of resignation from William Koss and 
Donald Torres, both of whom are stepping down from the 
Water Committee. "It is my understanding that Mr. Koss 
will be resigning entirely from the committee, but Mr. 
Torres will continue with the (committee), but no longer 
serve as chairman," Chairman Pierce said. "I thought both 
men served the town extremely well." 

The board agreed to send a letter of appreciation 
to Mr. Koss for his past service on the Water Committee. 

Harbormaster Charles Bradley next sent a memo 
to the board asking to temporarily lift the limit on com- 
mercial harvesting of scallops with dip nets.

Mr. Dolan next said they have advertised for the 
position of a full-time Building Commissioner and the 
deadline to apply is Friday, November 12 at 12:00 noon.

the next 20 years. 

The Mclntyres have offered to swap about 400 acres of 
land for the 20 acres of Tinkham Forest which is surrounded by 
Bay Club property The existing Tinkham Forest land is thick 
woodlands, isolated and inaccessible. After the swap, this land 
would be developed into home sites, adding another $1 million 
per year in town tax revenue. The 400 acres being offered in 
exchange, includes beautiful and easily accessible land along the 
Mattapoisett River, parcels of valuable land surrounding critical 
town aquifers and other attractive highlands. 

Town residents decided at Town Meeting to support 
the land swap. But 22 people, who are suing the town and the 
Bay Club, have caused this process to grind to a halt. If they are 
successful in reversing the vote of the people, 400 hundred acres 
of prime, accessible, ''New Tinkham Forest'' property would be 
lost to the town; $1 million ])er year in additional tax revenue 
would be gone forever; and the town would end up having to 
purchase the land over the aquifers. 

This land swap is clearly a win-win for the town of 
Mattapoisett. Residents should be outraged by the obstacles 
being thrown up by a few people who are not acting in the 
town's best interests. Residents should make their feelings 
known to the Board of Selectmen that this issue should be 
fought vigorously, and the will of the people should be carried 
out.

from Iraq. He is the son of Lieutenant Colonel Joseph F. 
Napoli of Marion. 

The change from Armistice Day to Veterans' Day 
was made by an Act of Congress on May 24, 1954. Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower referred to the change to 
Veterans' Day "in honor of the service men and women of 
all America's wars." 

Although the Armistice was signed at 5:00 am 
(French time), 11:00 am in the United States, on November 
11, 1918, the 11:00 am celebrated time was used when the 
unknown soldier was buried at 11:00 am on November 11, 
1921. President Warren G. Harding requested that the 
flags be flown from sunrise to sunset at half mast, and 
that Americans play silent tributes. 

The unknown soldier was chosen in a very 
unusual way. Six soldiers of the American Army of 
Occupation in Germany were selected from different 
sectors to act as pallbearers. Sergeant Edward F. Younger 
of the 59th Infantry was chosen to make a choice among 
four caskets, with unidentified bodies disinterred from 
American cemeteries in Europe. When the Sergeant was 
ready to perform his solemn duty, he received a bouquet 
of white roses. After bowing his head, he walked around 
the coffins three times. On the fourth, he seemed involun- 
tarily drawn to the second casket. Reverently, he laid the 
roses on it, saluted and reported to his commanding 
officer that he had accomplished his mission. 

The body of the unknown solider was brought 
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home on the cruiser Olympia reaching Washington, DC on 
November 9, 1921. For three days thousands of people 
passed by as the body lay in state in the rotunda of the 
Capitol. The casket was lowered into the tomb at 11:00 
am, November 11, 1921. Many wreaths came from all over 
the country and from abroad to be placed on the plain 
white marble tomb on which is these words: "Here rests 
in honored glory An American Soldier Known but to 
God.'' 

Wreaths are laid in various places throughout the 
town in honor of those who gave their lives in World War 
I and World War II. Although, traditionally, laying 
wreaths in Mattapoisett is done on Memorial Day, histori- 
cally, the laying of wreaths was begun at the tomb of the

unknown soldier at 11:00 am on November 11, 1921 in 
Washington, DC. 

Many people drive by these sites in Mattapoisett 
not knowing for whom they were dedicated. They 
include: the bridge on Acushnet Road, John Raphael; 
North Street Bridge, east side, Florence Eastman; North 
Street Bridge, west side, Joseph Furtado; Church Street, 
across from the Town Hall, Charles W. Ellis Jr., all from 
World War I. Those from World War II include Bowman 
Square, Aucoot Road, for Allen H. Bowman, appropri- 
ately dedicated on Armistice Day, 1953; and Church Street 
and Route 6 for Sergeant Robert T. Atsatt. 

Wreaths are also placed at the World War II 
monument, the Civil War monument, and the cherry tree 
on the library grounds for Florence Eastman. Also 
wreaths are thrown into the sea at the Town Wharf in 
honor of seamen who lost their lives in wars. 
Then 

Mattapoisett, being the special town that is is, 
celebrated the return of World War I service men with a 
"Welcome Home Day'' on September 13, 1919. Events for 
the day included a clambake, serving 328 townspeople at 
$1 each, a baseball game, fireworks, and dancing to the 
Library Band Orchestra. A total of $1,150 was spent for 
expenses. 

A second ''Welcome Home Day" celebration was 
held on July 4, 1946 to extend a welcome to those boys 
and girls of Mattapoisett who served our country in

In 1995, Harvard 
Medical School and the Department of Medicine at Beth 
Israel Hospital in Boston presented information on the 
treatment of low back and neck pain. While anti- 
inflammatory drugs such as Advil and Aleve caused serious 
stomach bleeding in 1 out of every 1000 people, 
complications from chiropractic adjusting for low back pain 
was reported in 1 out of every 100 million visits.

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Hack Saw

Saw, Starring Gary Elwes and Danny Glover. Di- 
rected by James Wan. Running time: 100 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

I found Saw reasonably entertaining and diverting while 
never forgetting its heavy debt to the films of David Fincher . Even 
setting aside the obvious influence of Fincher's big-hit thriller 
Seven — which also featured a sicko masterraind passing harsh 
judgment on his hapless prey — Saw carries echoes of Fincher's 
subsequent movies Fight Club, in which Brad Pitt held a gun on a 
cringing convenience-store clerk and told him he'd better start 
working towards his true calling as a veterinarian or else Pitt 
would find him and kill him, and especially The Game, wherein 
Michael Douglas suffers an endless night of torments intended, it 
turns out, to shock him into a fuller awareness of life. Saw's 
mysterioso villain works the same side of the street: He picks on 
people who don't appreciate their lives enough. One victim who 
escaped (hauntingly played by Shawnee Smith of The Stand and 
1988's The Blob) goes so far as to say, ''He helped me." 

Just last week, in The Grudge, we were reminded that the 
dead hate the living. In Saw, it's the alive-but-only-existing who 
earn wrath. Two seemingly unconnected men — a smug surgeon 
(Gary Elwes) with a crappy bedside manner and a grungy young 
photographer (Leigh Whannell, who also wrote the script) — 
wake up in a disgusting bathroom, their ankles chained to thick 
pipes. They've been deposited there by the distant madman, who 
communicates his demands via tape-recorded messages and 
cryptic clues. Inside the tank of the toilet, for instance, are two 
saws, which won't cut through the chains but will carve through 
flesh and bone. 

Saw probably won't stand up to excessive scrutiny — for one 
thing, you might ask whether the killer, or any human being 
outside a gimmicky screenplay, would have the physical and 
mental capacity to do all the elaborate things he does. And the red 
herring in this very underpopulated movie might as well be neon 




red: we expect to hear a "ding" and see an arrow point down at 
the character. But if first-time director James Wan has attended 
the school of Fincher, he gets high marks. Saw gets by on its mood 
of industrial dread, even during the expendable scenes featuring 
two cops (Danny Glover and Ken Leung) on the trail of what the 
press has dubbed "the Jigsaw Killer." (Though, as Elwes points 
out, the villain isn't technically a killer — he just sets up nasty 
traps that people either have the brains and survival instincts to 
get through, or they don't.) 

Garrying much of the movie, the frazzled and occasionally 
bickering Elwes and Whannell (the real mastermind behind the 
film's horrors) do what's required, but this is less an actor's 
showcase than a director's. The flashback to a portly man forced 
to crawl through a maze of razor wire is suitably squirmy without 
being overly graphic except for the usual forensic dialogue about 
it ("The cuts were so deep we found stomach acid on the floor"), 
and there's a memorably eerie bit involving a stethoscope. 

Like Seven, Saw isn't a typical slasher film so much as a 
philosophical charnel house inviting you to re-examine your life. 
But it's too self-consciously clever a machine to truly send you out 
chilled. The madman's exhaustive efforts stretch plausibility till 
it snaps; films like this always make me wonder how someone 
could have the time, let alone the resources, to devise and imple- 
ment such fancy lethal head-games. Saw is like two guys in a room 
trying to top each other with morbid "what-would-you-do-if" 
scenarios. On that level, it works exactly as long as you're in the 
theater with it, but not long afterward.

Bus Against Them

You know, something just didn't sit well when I read 
a copy of the letter dated October 18 sent to parents and 
legal guardians of ORR Senior and Junior High School stu- 
dents advising that a $100 per student ($200 maximum per 
family) bus transportation fee would be assessed to them, 
due and payable by October 29, 2004. The letter went on to 
say that students who didn't pay up and obtain a "valid 
transportation pass" would not be allowed on the bus to 
ORR beginning the week of November 1. 

"Please understand that, while we regret having to take 
this step, the reductions in state aid which occurred sev- 
eral years ago have finally caught up to our school sys- 
tem," wrote Associate Superintendent for Finance and 
Planning Timothy O'Connor in the letter's closing. "We 
appreciate your understanding with this matter." 

Apparently the wheels on the bus that go 'round and 
'round need to get greased on a fairly regular basis. 

On the surface, what was explained away by school 
administrators as a necessary means to recoup the with- 
drawn promise of additional state funding is symptom- 
atic of what I fear is becoming the same-old-song-and- 
dance routine of all educators: a tired and familiarly des- 
perate number in an attempt to liberate a little more loose 
change from taxpayers' pockets. But after years of freely 
giving in to these begs and pleas, it would seem the tri- 
towns may have finally been pinched a little too hard, too 
often. In fact, the members of the Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Rochester Boards of Selectmen met jointly last week to 
address this pressing regional issue after receiving more 
than a few angry phone calls from tri-town parents about 
this last-minute ersatz "bus bill." 

Although the concept of meeting as the collective "Tri- 
Town Selectmen" is not new, the gatherings have been few 
and far between of late. But based on the pointed and ac- 
tion-oriented discussion during their session on October 
28, 1 suspect there may be more frequent and immediate 
follow-up sessions to come, which I both welcome and 
wholeheartedly support. To me, there are few tri-town is- 
sues as pertinent or pressing as the school budgets within 
the Old Rochester Regional School District — since they 
collectively account for over 60 percent of the General Op- 
erating Budgets in each of the respective towns — and 
given the dire economic climate in the state, there needs to 
be far more belt-tightening across-the-board: including that 
portion of the budget earmarked for education. 



What pleased me most about the latest Tri-Town 
Selectmen's meeting was how little it squandered time with 
empty political rhetoric and "to do" lists and, instead, fo- 
cused on potential solutions. To that end, the joint boards 
offered a few possible suggestions: 

• Recommend that the ORR School District abolish 
the newly-charged transportation fees and make sure those 
costs are included in the regular school budget; 

• Conduct an independent audit of the entire school 
budget to see if and where existing money could be 
shuffled to make up the shortfall in transportation costs; 

• Look into purchasing buses to be owned and /or 
operated by the towns individually; or 

• Dismantle ORR School Superintendency Union No. 
55 — which jointly runs the elementary schools in 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester — and revert the op- 
eration of each elementary school to its respective town. 

Whether or not any of these ideas are feasible or even 
if they are eventually implemented or not, it is promising 
to see the Tri-Town Selectmen attempt to fix a problem 
that is in danger of spinning out of control. Having watched 
the Tri-Town Selectmen and Finance Committees struggle 
to make up ongoing reductions in state aid over the past 
couple of years by either cutting back positions, putting 
off pay raises, or trimming any excess fat from various line 
items, it's only fair that the schools exercise the same 
pennywise discretion. 

Of course, the natural response from school support- 
ers to any type of fiscal scrutiny is typically to take a de- 
fensive stance, but I would hope tri-town school officials 
see this as an opportunity to work together with the towns' 
Selectmen and Finance Committees to stave off any fur- 
ther budget bleeding. 

This isn't about "us against them," nor should it be. 
It's about finding other ways to fund a necessary resource 
for students without double-dipping into parents' or tax- 
payers' pockets. 

And though some might perceive this as a political 
power-play move on the part of the Tri-Town Selectmen, I 
see them as simply playing the role of a conductor presid- 
ing over a large-scale orchestral performance.
